4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the amendments 
of applicants and the examiner's amendment overcome the formal rejections remaining against 
the present claims. As applicants point out, the various obviousness prior art rejections are 
overcome by showings contained throughout the specification that unexpected benefits accrue to 
embodiments of the present claims versus prior art analogs to the metallocene compounds recited 
in the present claims.
